There is not much chance of lo¬ 
cating rats other than through 
damage they have done or evi¬ 
dence of holes they have dug un¬ 
der buildings, feed troughs, sacks 
etc.

But even if the idea it suggests is essentially 
sound, it will need the support of electors all over 
Canada to put it into effect.

wjll move 95,000 barrels of crude 
out of Edmonton daily. About 70,- 
000 barrels ’ daily will continue 
eastward beyond Regina and de¬ 
liveries to Superior will be about 
55,000 'barrels daily by next spring. 

During the construction period 
thousands of Canadians and Amer¬ 
icans visjted work spreads to 
watcIWbe pipe line being welded, 
coated, wrapped and l?wered into 
the ditch. This part of the work 
was completed on the 805 miles 
of the system in Canada in less 
time than any other major under¬ 
taking of its kind has been done 
before. Contractors beat a stiff 
work schedule despite a national 
railway strike, floods in Manito¬ 
ba and severe spring weather 
conditions. 

The pipe line now is buried un¬ 
der three feet of earth and there 
is little evidence that construction 
crews recently worked across a 
third of the continent. Normal 
farm operations have resumed 
over the pipe line in many places, 
undisturbed by the movement of 
the first of millions of barrels of 
Alberta crude to market.

SAVE THE BEST 
FOR SEED 

A. M. Wilson, Alberta's Field 
Crops Commissioner, points ‘out 
that saving seed from the best 
locations is good practice at any 
time. In years like this when 
frost is known to have caused 
cons derable damage to the germ¬ 
ination of grain, care in seed sel¬ 
ection is particularly Important. 
Oats of seed quality will be short 
in many sections of northern and 
eastern Alberta this year. Farm¬ 
ers who harvest good fields of 
oats that appear suitable for seed 
will serve their neighbors and 
themselves to advantage by stor¬ 
ing these oats in separate bins and 
holding them to help supply the 
demand for seed. 

The only sure way of knowing 
whether or not grain will grow is 
to have a germination test made, 
says Mr. Wilson. This service is 
available from the Plant Pro¬ 
ducts Division, Dominion Depart¬ 
ment of Agriculture, Calgary, or 
elevator agents may be able to 
supply a similar service if re¬ 
quested. There is just one point 
here—there will be hundreds of 
farmers having grain tested for 
germination and it is suggested 
that samples for testing be sent 
in as soon as possible. If you 
wait until the rush season starts 
the results may be held up for 
some time. 

Oats for seed will be in short 
Supply. If you have a good crop, 
keep in mind there are a number 
of farmers in Alberta who will be 
looking for seed oefore spring.

Why Students 
Quit High School 


The results of the most detailed 
and comprehensive educational 
survey of its kind ever performed, 
have just been released. Notable 
in Its findings is the alarming 
fact that each year 100,000 stu¬ 
dents leave Canadian high schools 
without graduating -because they 
find no meaning in the course of 
studies offered them. - 

The survey was conducted by 
the Canadian Research Commit¬ 
tee- on Practical education, a 
group sponsored by the Canadian 
Education Association to study 
practical education in Canada. 

With the revelation that more 
than half the students who start 
high school in Canada never fin¬ 
ish their studies, Maclean's Maga¬ 
zine points out: "It seems that 
our high schools costing some¬ 
where close to $100 millions a 
year to operate are giving up 50 
per cent value. Half the work 
They start is never finished."

•of mental discipline and hard 
thinking and left the student to 
pick his everyday knowledge of 
his own hcok?” Asks Maclean's: 
“Is the Job of mass education to 
produce breadwinners or think¬ 
ers?" 

Say the modernists: "High 
school education must be made 
more practical, it ipust deal with 
the problems seen in the world 
qround them; otherwise many 
'null school and get little or no 
secondary education. It isn't a 
case of which system is better, 
the modernists add, it's a case of 
which is possible.” 

Say the traditionalists: "High 
school 'education Is too practical 
now. It has sold its birthright for 
a mess of contemporary courses 
dealing with trivial things. Too 
much of it teaches students how 
to work with their hands, and too 
little teaches how to work with 
their heads.” 

Says Macleans: "Whatever the 
solution, the survey reveals that 
the majority of studentd quit high 
school because the schools are 
boring them stiff.”—Exchange.
